Jake 
Kubrts at present stands the best chance of 
presiding over the deliberations of the city 
dads, just the same, although he did not 
show up any strength in the caucus, An- 
other peculiar feature of the caucus was the 
fact that only on the presidency was there 
like a full vote inany one man’s 
favor.

“THE STATE 


Capt. Barrett Against the New State 
~cheme. 

There was some taik on the streets ye 
terday about the proposed division of the 
State, caused by the meeting on the subject 
atthe Pavilion Saturday night, and quite a 
number of prominent men expressed their 
opinions for or against the scheme, Among 
these was Councilman A. W. Barrett, who 
saidto a Times reporter: “lam against 
division, and Ll believe that nine out of ten 
of the thinking men of the State agree with 


me. As it is, we have an empire in our- 
selves, and itisashame to even talk of 


diswembering tbe grandest State in 
the Union. We would gain nothing 
by it except two United States Sena 


tors and the privilege of paying half of the 
State debt, while the actual money loss 
would be very beavy; in fact, would more 
than counterbalance any siight apparent 
advantages that we would gain. It costs 
money to establish a State government, and 
while itsounds véry nice and looks easy on 
paper, when the scheme comes to be put 
into practical operation it will be found 
that it won’t work. Another thing that the 
divisionists seem to have overlooked is the 
fact that Los Angeles would have to pay at 
least 50 per cent. of the cost of the new 
State government, as the mountain land 
and deserts of some of the counties, 
while they look big are not revenue pro 
ducers. We have been paying taxes for 
58 years to build up the State, and now, 
just as we are getting in a position where 
we are likely to get some benefit from these 
heavy expenditures, we are asking to be ale 
lowed to make the northern pari oi the State 
a present of everything, and commence ail 
over again. Weare duing very weil as we 
are, and [do not want to see ny change, 
lam proud of the State, and don’t want to 
sée it injured, asl am convineed it would 
be by a division. There is this consola- 
tion, fowever, and that is that it ean’t be 
done except by a vote of the people, and 
this can never be had. I think that Gen, 
Vandevyér made a mistake in introducing 
the bill, as it cannot but do some harm, 
although l don’t beheve it will ever come 
before the House. By doing harm, | mean 
that it will stir up bad feeling between the 
upper and lower sections of the State, and, 
as an evidence of this, you cannot go now 
to San Franciseo without being constantly 
rewinded of this secessien idea.”

And Israel said, ‘It is enough: Joseph, 
my son, is yet alive.’”’ Dr. Talmage 
said: 

The Egyptian capital was the focus 
ofthe world’s wealth. In ships and | 
barges, there had been brought to it 
from India frankincense, and cinna- 
mon, and ivory, and diamonds; from 
the north, marble and iron; from Syria, 
purple and silk: from Greece, some of 
the tinest horses of the world, and some 
of the most brilliant chariots; and from 
allthe earth that which could best 
please the eve, and charm the ear, and 
gratify the. taste. ‘There we.e temples 
aflame with red sandstone, entered by 
gateways that were guarded by pillars 
bewildering with hieroglypbics, and 
wound with brazen serpents, and 
adorned with winged creatures—their 
eyes, and beaks, and pinions glittering 
with precious stones. There were mar- 
ble columns blooming into white flower 
buds; there were stone pillars, at the 
top bursting into te shape of the 
lotus when in full bloom. A'org the 
avenues, lined with sphinx, and fone. 
and obelisk, there were princes who 
came in gorgeously upho'stered palan- 
quin, carried by servants in scariet, or 
elsewhere drawn by vehicles, the snow- 
white horses, golden-bitted, and six 
abreast, at full run. 
There were fountains from_ stone- 
wreathea vases climving the ladders 
of the light. Youn wouald hear 
a bolt shove, and door 
of brass would open like a fash of the 
sun. The surrounding gerdens were 
saturated with odors that mounted the 
terrace, and dripped from the arbors, 
and burned their incense in the Egyp- 
tian noon. On floors of mosaic the 

lories of Pharaoh were out in 
etters of porphyry. and beryl, and 
flame. There were orpaments twisted 
from the wood of the tamarisk, em- 
bossed with silver breaking into foam. 
There were footsteps made out of a 
single precious stone. ‘here were beds 


bronze. There were chairs spotted 
with the sleek hide of leopards. There 
were sofas footed with the claws of 
wild beasts, and armed with the beaks 
of birds. As you stand on the level 
beach of the sea on a summer day, and 
look either way, and there are miles of 
breakers, white with the ocean foam, 
dashing shoreward; so it seemed as if 
the sea of the world’s pomp aad wealth 
in the Egyptian capital for milss und 
miles flung itself up into white break- 
ers of marble temple, mausoleum and 
obelisk. | 

This was the place where Joseph, the 
shepherd boy, was called to stand next 
Phareoh in honor. What a contrast 
between this scene and his humble 


Or ene Paraee; 


arrived be sprinklea and refreshed; let 
minstrels come in with sandals of 
crimson, and thrum the harps, and 
clap the cymbals, and jingle the tam- 
boitrines, while we sit down, at this 
great distance of time and space, and 
learn ihe lesson of the King’s wagons. 

My friends, we are in a world, by sin 
famine-struck, but the King isin con- 
stant communication with us, his 
coming and going perpetually; 
and in the rest of my discourse I will 
show you what the wagons b.ing and 
what they take back. 

In the first place, like those that 
came from the Egyptian palace, the 
King’s wagons now bring us corn and 
meat, and many changes of raiment. 
We are apt to think of the fields and 
the orchards as feeding us, but who 
makes the tlax grow for the iinen, and 
the wheat for the bread, and the wool 
on the sheep’s back? Oh, I wish we 
could see through every grain field, by 
every sheep-fold, under the trees ef 
every orchard, the King’s wagons. 
They d.ive up three times a day— 
morning, noon and night. They bring 
furs from the Arctic,they fruits 
from the tropics, they bring bread 
fiom the temperate zone. The 
King looks out, and he says: ‘There 
are twelve hundred millioas of people 
to be fed and clothed: So many 
pounds of meat, 80 manv barrels of 
flour, so many yards of cloth, and linen, 
and flannel, so many hais, so manv 
socks, 50 many shoes;”’ enough for all, 
save that we who are greedy get more 
shoes than belong to us, and others go 
barefooted. None but a God could 
feed and clothe the world. None but 
a king’s corncrib could appease the 
world’s famine. None but a king 
could tell how many wagons to send, 
and how heavily to load them, and 
when they were to start. They are 
coming over the frozen ground today. 
Do you not hear their rumbling? 
They will stop at noon at your 
table. Oh, if for a little while they 
should cease, hunger would come into 
the nations, as to Utica when Hamil- 
car besieged it, and as in Jerusalem 
when Vespasian surfounded it; and 
the nations would be hollow-eyed, and 
fail upon each other in universal can- 
nibalism; and skeleton would drop 
upon skeleton; and there would be no 
one to bury the dead; and the earth 
would bea field of bleached skeletons; 
and the birds of prey would fall dead, 
flock after fleck, without any car- 
casses to devovr; and the earth in 
silence would wheel around, one great 
black hearse. Ail life stopped because 
the King’s wagons are stopped. Oh, 
thank God for bread—for bread. 

1 remark again, that, like those that 
came from the Egyptian palace, the 
King’s wagons bring us good news. 
Jacob had not heard from his boy for 


starting, and the pit into which his 
‘prothers threw him! Yet he was not 
forgetful of his early home; he was not 
ashamed of where he came irom. The 
Bishop of Mentz, descended froma 
wheelwright, covered ‘his house with 
spokes, and hammers, and wheels; and 
the King of Sicily, ‘n honor of his 
father, who was a potter, refused to 
drink out of anything but an earthen 
vessel. So Joseph was not ashamed of 
his earthly surioundings, or of his old- 
time father, or of his brothers. When 
they came up from the famine-stricken 
land to get corn from the King’s corn- 
crib, Joseph, instead of chiding them 
for the way they had maltreated and 
abused him, sent them back with wag- 
ons, which Pharaoh furnished, laden 
with cern; and old Jacob, the father, 
in the very same wagons, was brought 
back, that Joseph, the son, might see 
him, and give him a comfortable home 
all the rest of his days. . 

Well, I hear the wagons, the King’s 
wagons, rumbling down in front of the 
palace. On the outsideof the paiace, 
to see the wagons go off, stands Pha- 
raoh in royal robes, and beside him 
Prime Minister Joseph, with a chain 
of gold around his neck, and on his 
hand a ring given by Pharaoh to him, 
so that any t.me he wanted to stamp 
the royal seal upon a document he 
could do so. Wagon after wagon rolls 
on down from the palace, laden with 
corn and meat and changes of raiment, 
and everything that could help a fam. 
jne-struck people. One day I see aged 
Jacob seated in_ front of his house. 
He is possibly thinking of his 
absent boys (sons, however old they 
get, are never to a_ father 
any more than boys): and while he is 


- seated there, he sees dust arising, and 


he hears wagons rumbling, and he 
wonders what is coming now, for the 
whole land had been smitten with the 
famine, and was in silence. But after 


a while the wagons have come near 


enough, and he sees his sons on the 
Wagons, and before they come quite up 
they shout: “Joseph is yet alive!” 
The old man faints dead away. ([ do 
not wonder at it. The boys teil the 
story, how that the boy, the long- 
absent Joseph, has got to be the first 
man in the Egyptian palace. While 
they unload the wagons the wan and 


come up and ask fer a handful of corn, 
and they are satistied. 

One day the wagons are brought up, 
fer Jacob, the old father, is about to go 
to see Joseph in the Egyptian palace. 
You know itis nota very easy thing 
to transplant an old tree, and Jacob 
has hard work to get away from the 
ony where he has lived solong. He 

ids good-by to the old place, and 
leaves his blessing with the neighbors, 
and then his sons steady him, while he, 
to help himself, gets into 
the wagon, stiff, old and decrepit. 
Yonder they go, Jacob and his sons, 
and their wives, and their children, 
eighty-two in all, followed by herds 
and flocks, which the herdsmen drive 
along. They are going out from. 
famine to luxuriance; they are going 
from a plain country home to the finest 
palace under the sun. Joseph, the 
prime minister, gets in his chariot 
and drives down to meet -the 
old man. Joseph’s charioteer holds 
up the horses on the one side—the 


dust-covered wagons of the emigrants” 
stop on the other. Joseph, instead of | 


waiting for his father to come, leaps 
out of thé chariot and jumps into the 
emigrants’ wagon, throws his arms 
around the old man, aud weeps aloud 
for past memories and present joy. 
The father, Jacob, can hardly think it. 
1s his boy. Why, the smooth brow of 
childhood has become a wrinkled brow, 
wrinkled with the cares of state, and 
the garb of the shepherd boy has be- 
come arobe royally bedizened! But, 
as the old man finds out it is actually 
Joseph, I see the thin lip nap against 
the toothless gum as cries out: 


a great many years. He never thought 
of him but witha heartache. There 
was in Jacob’s heart a room where lay 
the corpse of his unburied Joseph; and 
when the — came, the King’s 
wagons, and told him that Joseph was 
yet alive, he faints dead away. Good 
news fer Jacob! Good news for us! 
The King’s wagons come down and 
tell us that our Joseph-Jesus is yet 
alive; that he has forgiven us because 
we threw him into the pit of suffering 
and the dungeon of shame. He has 
risen from thence to stand in a palace. 
The Bethlehem shepherds were awak- 
ened at midnight by the rattling of the 
wagons that brought the tidings. Our 
Joseph-Jesus seuds us a message of 
abe of life, of heaven; corn for our 
unger, raiment for our nakedness. 
Joseph-Jesus is yet alive! 
Igoto hunt up Jesus. I goto the 
village of Bethany and say: ‘‘Where 
does Mary live?” They say: “Yonder 
Mary lives.’’ ILgoin. I see where she 
sat in the sitting-room. I go out where 
Martha worked in the kitchen, but L 
find no Jesus. I gointo Pilate’s court- 
room, and I find the judges and the po- 
lice and the prisoner’s box, but no 
Jesus. I go into the Arimathean ceme- 
tery, but the door is gone, and the 
shroud ia gone, and Jesus is gone, By 
faith Llook up to the King’s palace, 
and, behold, I have found him! Joseph- 
Jesus is still alive! Glorious religion, 
a religion made, not out of death’s 
heads, and crossbones, and under- 
taker’s screwdriver, but one bounding 
with life and sympathy and gladness. 
Joseph is yet alive.

He is more alive than you 
are, Of all the sixteen thousand 
millions of children that statisticians 
say have gone into the future world, 
there is not one of them dead, and the 
King’s wagons will take you up to see 
them. Have you never thought, my 
brother, my sister, how glad they will 
be to see you? Jacob was no more 
glad to see Joseph than Joseph was 
to see Jacob. Every time the door 
in heaven opens, they look to 
see if it is you coming in. Joseph, 
once standing in the palace, burst out 
orying when he thought of Jacob—afar 
off. And the heaven of your little ones 
will not be fairly? begun until you get 
there. All the kindnesses shown them 
by immortals will not make them for- 
get you. There they are, the radiant 
throngs that went out from your 
homes! Ithrow a kiss to the swest 
darlings. They are all well now inthe 
palace. The crippled child has a sound 
foot now. A little lame child says: 
**Ma, will be lamein heaven?” ‘No, 
my darling, you won’t be lame in 
heaven.” A little sick child says: 
‘*Ma, will I be sick in heaven?” “No, 
my dear, you won’t be sick in heaven,”’ 
A little blind child says: ‘Ma, willl 
be blind in heaven?” ‘‘No, my dear, 
you won’t be blind in heaven.’’ They 
ar6 all well there. 

In my boyhood, for some time we

im.’

The Iron Rule of the Bacas—A Reign 

of Terror, Leading at Lst to Open 

- Revolt—The Story of Crime Thrill- 
\ ingly Told.

States rule in 1848 was effected without 
the firing of a shot or the loss of a drop 
of blodd, and so quietly that many 
knew nothing of it until it was over. 
The abolition of peonage and the eman- 
cipation of the peons by act of Congress 
in 1861, though a measure of vast. im- 
portarce to the Territory, was more 
nominal than actual; and the genera- 
tion that has since elapsed has not even 
yet fully wiped out the old-time system 


‘which was as genuine a slavery as was 


that of the southern negroes. Today 
for the first time there is a cheering 
that these last links ot 
udage will soen be broken in fact as 
they long have been in the fiction of 
the law. For at last an organized ef- 
fort is growing in New Mexico to clean 
out the old and arrogant Mexican 
ses, 

The old system of naze was in 
outline this: One of the rici old fam- 
ilies—which were scattered at consid- 
erable distances apart throughout the 
Territory—was the arbiter of power for 
its locality. Jt dictated the politics 
and the personalities of its poor neigh- 
bors, even to the point of life and 
death. The complaisaat Spanish law 
put the whip in their hands, and they 
were not coy in the use of it. The 
great amo—‘‘boss,”’ as we would say— 
was always ready and frequently called 
upon to lend some poor devil of a pai- 
sano $40 or $50 or so. Hav- 
ing made the loan, the amo 
took care that the borrower should 
come to labor for him in payment of 
the debt. When the debtor bad worked 
out the $40 or $50 at $2.50 per month— 
the standard wages then for such labor 
~—he found that he had, like the frog in 
the well, fallen back two feet for every 
foot he had jumped. He owed the 
amo by this time $200 or $800—and that 
meant that he was in fora lifetime 
of peonage. If he refusea to pay or 
work out the debt, the anw could cla 
him into jail and keep him there an 
make the children work until the debt 


oo be satisfied—which meant for 


e. 
This system lies at the bottom of 
nearly all the objections urged against 
the admission of New 
State. The much-behowled minority 
report contained a dismally large 
amount of truth in its premises, though 


its conclusions were wrong. Its ridicu- 


lous exaggerations in some points and 
its utter fiction in others, were far less 
serious mistukes than the assumption 
that the way to remedy the evils com- 
plained of was to continue the causes 
of them. Statehood and self-govern- 
ment—relief from the scrub politicians 
who reap here the reward of party 
work in the East; and a chance to 
throw down the native bosses—that is 
what the Territory needs, and needs 


dly. 

It is robable that the authors of the 
minori 7 report were not aware of the 
real and reliable politics of the Terri- 
tory. New Mexico is unquestionably 
Republican — good for at least 3000 
Republican majority when she has a 
fair chance. The election of a Demo- 
cratic delegate to Congress this year 
signifies nothing against this proposi- 
tion, It was less a question of politics 
than of choosing between a man who 
would be a benefit and a credit to the 
Territory and one who would be neither. 
But tell me when we have had a Demo- 
cratic Legislature in New Mexico? 


And it will be a long, long time before 


there is one. 

The overthrow of Mariano 8. Otero 
was the .work of the best Republicans 
in the Territory. Tie biggest sheep 
king, he was—by a natural New Mexi- 
can sequence—the most extensive 
owner of peons. His term in Congress 
some years ago never saw him present 
once, and his connection with malodor- 


‘ous land grants was notorious and un- | 


questioned. The fact that two years 
ago he knifed Hon. J. W, Dwyer, then 
candidate for Congress, algo militated 
against him. 

The bitterest and most sensational 


es this fall was in Valencia county; 


and theend is farfrom near. A de- 
tailed account of the local campaign 
bere would make any southern pre- 
cinct look to its shotgun laurels. It 
hus been an armed struggle, wherein 
family was arrayed against family and 
brother against brother; and its climax 
thus far was one of the foulest and 
most unspeakable murders ever re- 
corded even in New Mexico—with sev- 
eral more of its kind stilltocome. 

Valencia county is Republican by 
1000 majority under ordinary circum- 
Siances. It has been controlled for 
ears by a few strong families—the 
haveses, Bacas and Lunas. The 
vanamo was Von Roman A. Baca of 
un Mateo, the owner of 50.000 sheep, 
a former famous Indian-fighter, and a 
man of intelligence and courage, but 
without scruples. While the disgrace- 
ful order of the Penitente eolf-wh! ppers 
and self-crucifiers has died out else- 
where in New Mexico, he has kept it 
alive among his-peons, and last spring 
they crucified one of their number—an 
account of the hideous affair being 
Matters have gone harmoniously 
enough in the county till this vear; 
but a series of most atrocious assassi- 
nations and a high-handed course of 
tyranny on the part of the Kacas led at 
last to open revolt. It was not a mat- 
ter of politics, but of self-preservation. 
mveey white man in the county op- 
= and voted against the alleged 
epublican county ticket, which was 
really the Baca ticket only; and every 
one of those men are Republicans. At 
the head of the revolt was Hon. 
Amado Chaves, the Republican ex- 
Speaker of the ‘Territorial Legislature. 
He is a son of Col. Manuel Chaves, 
the most wonderful Indian-fighter New 
Mexico has ever seen, and is a nephew 
of Roman A. Baca. He is one of the 
best-educated men in the Territory, 
and held a department position in 
His brother 
Ireneo, also a liberally-educated and 
widely-respected citizen, wus with him 
as were, in fuct, all the educated 


Spaniards of the county, with one neo- 
__ table exception. With him, also, were 


all the representative Americans—men 
like J. E. Saint, manager of the Acoma 
Land ani Cattle Company’ W. H. 
Hulyey, manager of Bluewater 
range; Simon and Emi! Bibo, mer- 
chants at Grant's; Bibo & Biock, mer- 
chants at Cubero; the Marmon Bros. 
and Maj. Pratt at Laguna, and so on. 
The Baca despotism had never 
dreamed of opposition before. and de- 
termined to crush it now. The cam- 
pate was a hot one on both sides, and 
some of the most astounding fea- 
tures ever recorded in the history of 
politics. Liberato son of

important precincts were to be killed, 
if need be, in the attempt to capture 
the books. 

Forewarned was foiearmed, and 
election day in San Mateo was a 
thrilling time, The polling place was 


in the house of Hon. Casimiro @arcia.- 


The judges of election were the best 
citizens of San Mateo. Every man: 
was armed with a six-shooter and a 
Winchester, and there was. a strong 
armed guard besides. The 46 inde- 
pendents voted at sunrise and waited. 
Soon Don Roman appeared, sucrounded 
by a body of 60 men. Forty of them 
were the remaining legal voters of the 
town, and 20 # were’ importa- 
tions from MRinconada. All were 
heavily armed. They poured into the 
corral and up to the voting window, 
Don Roman was informed that he could 
not vote the imported 20. He threat- 
ened to begin the war instanter if their 


votes were not received; but a score of 


the independents, armed with Wip- 
chesters, bad filed in behind his crowd, 
and two followed him wherever he 
went. Heconcluded to vote only the 
legitimate 40, and did so without mo- 
lestation, each man being escorted out 
of the corral by the guards as soon as 
he had voted. 

At San Rafael, 28 miles south, was 
one of the closest fights in the county, 
and both sides had put in their best 
licks there. The bosses were beaten, 
and knewit. And in their desperation 
they attempted to carry out their devil- 
ish ‘‘emergency plan.” 

The election was held at the house of 
Esquipula Chaves. The judges were 
W. H. Huivey, Esquipula Chaves and 
Crescencio Chaves; the United States 
deputy marshals, Simon Bibo, Antonio 
Marcos and Martin Gallegos; the sec- 
retaries, Abel Telles and Simplicio 
Marcos. Rumors of a plot by the bosses 
had reached the place by nightfall. 
The room where the ballots were being 
counted was filled with a motley 
throng, including the best men of the 
Village and a lotof vile half-breeds. At 
last the actions of the latter caused the 
marshals to clear the room of alj save 
a few respectable citizens. Among the 
number remaining was Dumas Pro- 
vencher, one of the pioneers of the 
western part of the Territory. Pro- 
vencher was a Frenchman 65d 
years old, intelligent, quiet, enterpris- 
ing, upright, and the most inoffensive 
of men. Hisinvariable kindness and 
were proverbial throughout 

alf the Territory wherein he had lived 
nearly a generation. His wife is asis- 
ter of Rev. Father J. B. Biun of San 
Rafael, who is known and _ loved 
throughout a parisb nearly as large as 
the State of Missouri. Provencher had 
a sawmill in the Zufii Mountains, 
whence he supplied railroad ties and 
piles and general lumber. He em- 
ployed a great many Mexicans, spoke 
their language like a native, and was 
universally liked by them. 


The night wore on with the slow | 


count of the ballots, and 1 o’eclock 
came. Marshals Bibo and Marcos 
went over to the house of the latter for 
a cup of coffee. Those left in the reom 
were Judge of Election William H. 
Hulvey, Secretaries Abel Telles and 
Simplicio Marcos, Marshal 
Gallegos and Mr. Provencher. Judge 
Crescencio Chaves was standing in the 
door, watching tae crowd outside. 
Suddenly seven villainous-looking half- 
breeds appeared, armed with 50 calibre 
Governmeat rifles, and stepped up to 
the narrow window, which was 


uncurtained. Mr. Provencher was 
sitting near it, with his back 
partly toward it. He had 


just leaned forward to whisper to the 
Marshal something about the rumored 
plots, when the foremost assassin 
shoved his riflethrough the pane and 
fired. The heavy ball struck poor Pro- 
vencher in the left shoulder and ranged 
completely through him, cutting the 
aorta. Ele sprang from his chair cry- 
ing “O my Jesus!’’ made two steps 
toward the window, and fell dead. 

Every man in the room was doomed 
by the assassins; and nothing but the 
superb presence of mind of Marshal 
Martin Gallegos saved them. The 
lamp stood on the shelf at the other 
side of the room. Its light made them 
a perfect target for the six remaining 
rifles outside. Tocross the room and 
extinguish the light could not be done 
quickly enough to save them. Gallegos 
saw the situation like lightning, and 
witb a yell, *“‘Duck your heads!’ he 
whipped out his heavy six-shooter and 
shot the light out in an insiant, even be- 
fore the second assassin could aim! 
Koa is what we cail pure nerve out 

ere, 

This put the shoe on the other. foot, 
and the murderers walked away. Two 
of them, depraved half-breeds named 


“Juan Garcia Legundo and José Padilla, 


were caught next morning and are still 
in the jail there. The town sleeps on 
its arms-—the decent element to pre- 


vent a rescue, the tools of the bosses to | 


prevent a lynching. Feeling is intense, 
not only there, but throughout the 
county. 

The most sensational episode was 
three days later, at the funeral of Mr. 
Provencher Between 300 and 400 
people were present, and Liberato Buco 
and one of his right-hand men, Monica 
Mirabal, had crowded to the front. 
Mrs. Provéncher was kneeling by the 
coffin, kissing the cold, but smiling, 
face of the dead. As Father Brun, her 
brother, lifted her to her feet she caught 
sight of Liberato. Her eyes dilated 
like a tiger’s. No queen of tragedy 
ever looked so impressive as that little, 
faded French woman as she seized 
young Buca by the coat and dragged 
him forward. “Don Liberato,” she 
screamed, *‘look at.your victim! It is 
our work! Look at it for the

named Petronillo, tired his six-shooter 
four times at the old man af point- 
blank range. but missed. Then Diar- 
mond’s son Valentine shotthe tellow 
through the body, but he also, unfortu- 
nately, will recover. Then Donaciano 
Pino, Sheriff of the county, went 
up with 30 armed men to capture the 
books, but was scared out by the unex- 
ted pluck of Deputy Marshal Sol 
lock, a happy-go-lucky German mer- 
chant. He stood off the gang with au 
armament in the use of which they al! 
knew him to be uncomfortably handy. 
At the other precincts the conspiratois 
lost courage at the strength and alert- 
ness of the independents, and did not 
go beyond covert attempts. 

The end, asI have said, is not yet. 
The coucty is roused from end to end. 
It is war to the knife, and the knife to 
the hilt, on the part of the bosses, wno 
will stop at nothing to retain their old- 
time despotic power. The best people, 
on the other hand, will not submit, 
and as law isa hollow mockery here, 
other remedies may be tried. The signs 
point at present to a big vigilance com- 
mittee which will rid the Territory of 
some of its dangerous scoundrels. 

This is not the first case in which 
Liberato Baca has figured to disadvan- 
tage. One of the most cowardly and 
currish assassinations ever done in 
New Mexico was the murder of old 
Scotchman Barrett, two years ago. 
Unpleasantly conclusive circumstances 
connected Liberato with the deed then, 
and this summer the own cousin of his 
wife made affidavit that Liberato had 
boasted to him that he (Liberato) had 
killed Barrett. The venality of Mexi- 
can juries had protected him thus 
far, but the authorities are sure 
they are on tke right track, and they 
will see it through. The boy poses as 
a man,’”’ and boasts openly that 
he will have this one and that one 
‘tremoved,”? and that it ‘*won’t cost 
him over $100 apiece.”’ 

But the day of these American czars 
is about over, even in New Mexico. 
Americans are still badly in the mingr- 
ity, but the educated Spanish classes 


are siding with them—the young men, : 


at least—and the long-time peons are 
beginning to see that manly freedom 
would be better than their semi-bond- 
age. They are not serfs by nature, nor 
cowards—though many intelligent 
Americans _ believe... 
acquaintance with them wins admira- 
tion for their natural courage and 
recognition of the fact that it is only 


habit which has ground they to: 


their peonage. I have firm faith that 
if the Umon will take New Mexico 
into full sisterhood and give her ‘‘an 
even show,”’ they will make good citi- 
zens, and the State one the rest need 
not blush for. One thing is dead sure— 
if she bas a chance she will give a 
rousing majority for Harrison in 1892, 
Cuas. F. Lummis.

The Proposed West System of Sewerage. 

One of the first and most important 
matters which must engage the atten- 
tion of the incoming City Council is 
the establishment of a thorough and 
efficient sewage _ system for Los 
Angeles. 

_As long as man’s life is esteemed the 
most precious of his possessions, and as 
long as his enjoyment of that life in 
the highest degree and to the longest 
extent depends so largely upon the 
purity of the air he breathes and the 
water he drinks,.so long must the ques- 
tion of the disposition of sewage in our 
large cities be one of the most vital 


grapple. The ancient Jews, Greeks 
and Romans carried their sanitary 
regulations to a height of perfection 
unknown to modern timés. The ruins 
of Roman aqueducts and baths still 


neglect of obvious hygienic precautions 
in this era is the cause of many of those 
fearful epidemics, which from time 
to time visit our large centers of pop- 
ulauion. It was a far-seeing modern 
Beaconsfield—who 
said: ‘‘The health of the people is 
really the foundation upon which all 


a state depend. The health of the 
people is, in my opinion, therefore, the 
lirst duty of the statesman, and | am 
confident that there is no object of 
higher importance to engage the inter- 


The proper sanitary condition of Los 
Angeles 1s an object of more than or- 
dinary import. It affects not only our 
health but our pockets, in a marked 
degree, for the reason that a very con- 
siderable portion of the income of Los 
Angeles 1s derived from eastern inva- 
lids, who come hither to regain their 
health. Let it once be currently re- 
ported among these people that the 
sanitary conditions of this city are im- 
perfect and we shall see many of them 
turning to neighboring places, whose 
inhabitants have been wisér and more 
far-sighted. 

Our city gavernment has before ita 
proposition: for the utilization of the 
sewage of Los Angeles by w i 
known as the West system, by which 
the sewage is conducted into a ce- 
mented well outside of the city, from 
which it is raised by pumps into filter- 
ing tanks, which can be located near 
the well or miles away. ‘There the 
water is separated from the sewage and 
filtered, the balance being mixed with 
other ingredients and manufactured 
into what is Maimed to be a first-class 
fertilizer. 

This mode of filtering sewage is by 


no means new, a great many attempts | 


having been made to accomplish the 
same result. It is,in fact, claimed by 
many thai no patent rights can attach 

to the so-called West system. Dr. H. 
S. Orme of the State Board of Health 

has received a letter from a member of 

the Siate Boafd of Heaith of New Jer- 
sey, in response to a request by Dr. 

Orme for an opinion on the effective- 
ness of the West system. The re- 
sponse is decidedly unfavorable, the 
writer stating that the West system is 
an utter failure in Atlantic City. He 
also argues that no system for the dis- 
position of sewage is or should be sub- 
ject to patent. 

Another noteworthy fact is that 
neither in the annual report of the 
State Board of Health oi “New Jersey 
for 1887, nor in that of the State Board 
of Maryland for 1888, in both of which 
reports are exhaustive papers on the 
disposition of sewage, is any reference 
to the West system. : 

Illustrating the assertion that the 
filtering of sewer matter is not new, 
and also the doubtful proposition that 
it may not even be patentable, a num- 
ber of places in England, which have 
experimented in a similar line, are 
cited. In some of these the filters soon 
become choked and useless,in others 
the product could not be disposed of at 
uny price. Itis also claimed that so 
large a volume of sewage as would be 
obtained from a city of our population 
would, in course of time, inevitably 
pollute wellsin the neighborhood, as 
soon as the ground became thoroughly 
saturate¢ with the fluid: from the: 
works. While the advocates of the 
system assert that the refuse fluid, 
after filteration, is sweet and pure, it is | 
shown that similar refuse from tanks in 
Engiand has killed fish in rivers into 
which it flowed. 

Prot. Voilcker, consulting chemist to 
the Royal Agricultural Society, accord- 
ing to The Economist of February 23, 
1867, stated that he has: repeatedly an- 
alyzed the clarified water of sewage 
after it had undergone the purifying 
influence of infiltration, and in the ma- 
jority of cases has found such purified 
water, though clear and free trom 
smell, almost as unfit for drinking, 
cooking and washing purposes as it was 
in its original tiitthy condition. 

Milan is quoted as being the very 
best example of irrigation of any place 
known, yet here is the manner in 
which the system has worked there, ac- 
cording to an eminent physician, Dr. 


“First, in producing every kind of ague; 
secondly, in producing the other forms of 
disease, due to marsh migsma, such as neu- 
raigia, rheumatism, chest inflammation, 
pleuritis, ete.; third, in perni- 
cious remittent fever, which often kills ina 
few days.”’ 

Another thing to be remembered is 
that inthis mild climate we have no 
severe frosts to kill the germs of any 
disease which might be disseminated 
by this sewage. 

We are aware that a committee of 
the City Council went East to examine 
into this system as in operation at At- 
lantic City, and that they have re- 
ported favorably onit. We would not 
be understood as attacking the veracity 
or couscientiousness of these gentle-

State Division. 


All our Southern California ex- 
chauges teem with eomments on the 
question of State division. 

Ex-Congressman Page of California 
is quoted as of the opinion that the. 
Constitution of the United States pro- 
hibits a division of California, or any 
other State of the Union. The section 
of the Constitution which is alleged to 
contain this prohibition is the third 
section of article 4, which reads as 
follows: 

New States may be admitted by the Con- 
gress into this Union; but no new States 
shall be formed or erected within the juris- 
diction of any other State; nor any State be 
formed by the junetion of two or mor 
tates, or parts of States, without the con- 


sent of the Legislatures of the States con- 
cerned, as well as of the Congress. 

The San Diego Union calls attention 
to the fact that this view of the Consti- 
tution was disregarded in the case of 
West Virginia, which was admitted by 
Congress in 1862. This was, however, 
done in the interest of the loyal inhab- 
itants of that State, and in the face of 
a great national issue. ea) 

The San Diegan favors division, and 
calls attention to the fact that the 
State has already voted once on the 
question. 

The Pasadena Union observes: 

The first thing that strikes a new comer 
into this part ot the State is the utter 1sola- 
tion its business interests have from the 
north. Until within a comparatively short 
time the merchants of San Francisco have 
not cared to canvass much for the jobbing 
trade here, while the capitalists of that part 
of the State have not only been “skittish” 
as toinvestment here, bunt have, as a ruil 
rather disparaged this section. The resul 
has been that the commercial relations of 
Southern California are closer with Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and New York than they 
are with San Franciseo, even as to those 
things which the latter could supply just as 
cheaply and more readily. In other words, 
we are allied with the East and not with 
the north, notonly in business, but in a 
thousand other ways that have great infiu- 
ence with us. In fact we ara mainly made 
up of eastern communities, and have no in- 
terests in or knowledge of the northern por- 
tions of the State by mere association or 
sentiment. | 

The Union concludes that the propo- 
sition will not be seriously entertained 
at present, but that a thoughtful con- 
sideration of the subject will do good, 
and thinks that politics should play no 
part in the question. 

The San Bernardino Times says: 

General Vandever could have proposed 
nothing to popularize him with the people 
of the southern portion of the State more 
than his bill, introduced this week, for a 
division of the State, and setting off the 
southern half as an independent sover- 
eignty. He has struck the key note to the 
hearts of the people of this section, and 
from all sides we hear commendations of 
the plan. 

The interests of the State are so diversi- 
fied from Siskiyou to San Diego that there 
will always bea contest between the two 
Legislation that will suit one 
half will, in many things, be detrimental! to 
the other. As the State develops and in- 
creases in population these differences of 
opinion and interest will imcrease rather 
than diminish. 

This question of self government for the 
lower half of the State has been a hobby 
with many for the past 20 years, but until 
the present the time was not propitious, 
Our population was too sparse and widely 
scattered, and the expense of a separate 
State government would have been too bur- 
densome a tax for us to lay upon the strug- 
giing pioneers, 

Now times have changed, and we have 
not only enough population, but a compara- 
tively wealthy one, who could well afford to 
undertake the duties of a separate govern- 
ment, more especially as the benefits to ac- 
crue from such a move would be very ad- 
vantageous to us in many ways, 


The San Bernardino Index thinks 
that it is a good proposition to agitate 
anyway. California’s influence at 
Wasiington would be more than 
doubled thereby, and that of South 
California would be trebled. Now it

It was tobe 
ostensibly a meeting of delegates from tie 
three Socialistic Sunday-schools now in ex- 
istence, and the object was to form an or- 
anization to take charge of the secular 
Sunday-schools. Four hundred people 
were present, and it could hardly be 
that the meeting was confined en- 
tirely to the objects ror which it was con- 
vened. Capt. Halloway, in charge of 25 men, 
was present, but he saw fit f let the meéet- 
ing run its course without deeming it nec- 
essary to interfere. All the proceedings 
were in German, and they consisted in the 
adoption of a series of resolutions, the gist 
of which was an emphatic denunciation 
of capitalists, and aiso condemning the 
action of the police in stopping the Sun- 
day meetings.
